SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) — Lunar scientists are in- 
trigued by the unusual rocks 
collected by Apollo 15 at the 
base of the moon's Apennine 
Mountains. They're eager to 
get them into the laboratory 
and find out if they might be as 
old as the moon itself. 


"The rock is definitely the 


high point of the traverse," Dr. 
S. A. Zist of Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology said Sun- 
day after astronauts David R. 
Scott and James B. Irwin col- 
lected two rocks Scott excitedly 
described as anorthosites. 


The description was followed 


immediately by cautious specu- 
lation 
the 
moon 
explorers 


cited. We've taken them on 
field trips on earth to see bod- 
ies of anorthosite so they would 
be familiar with it," explained 
Dr. Robin Brett, chief of the 
geochemistry branch at 
the

Anorthosite, while rare on 


earth, does exist in several 
areas including Wyoming and 
the Adirondack Mountains. 


"It has been the notion of 


most of us that anorthosite is 
old," said Dr. Harold Urey of 
the University of California at 
San Diego.

Take Off 
Televised to 
Earthlings

(AP) — Apollo 15 astronauts 
David R. Scott and James B. 
Irwin blasted off safely from 
the moon today after 
three 


days of historic lunar explor- 
ation. A television camera gave 
carthlings their first look at a 
launching from the moon. 


As the bug-like Falcon blazed 


into the lunar sky, Scott and Ir- 
win started a tape recording of 
the Air Force song: "Off We 
Go Into the Wild Blue Yonder." 
Both are Air Force officers. 


They immediately began the 


intricate maneuvers required to 
chase and catch astronaut Al- 
fred M. Worden, orbiting 68 
miles high in the orbiting com- 
mand ship Endeavour. The two 
ships were to link up at 3:04 
p.m. EOT. 


Worden passed over Hadley 


Base 90 seconds before liftoff 
and told the moon explorers he 
had them in sight. 


Packed with the moon explor- 


ers in the lunar module Falcon 
was a treasure chest of 230 
pounds of rocks and soil that 
might include primeval rock 
and evidence of volcanoes on 
the moon. 


Before leaving, the 
astro- 


nauts parked their moon buggy 
so its color television camera 
was pointed to transmit the pic- 
tures of the blastoff. 


There was surprisingly little 


dust as the tiny Falcon zipped 
straight up and was lost from 
sight in about two seconds. 


The engine shut down after 


eight minutes after hurling the 
craft into an orbit ranging from 
about 10.5 to 50 miles above the 
surface, very close to the desir- 
ed path. 


Upon completing their third 


and final scientific exploration 
on the lunar surface, David R. 
Scott and James B. Irwin blast 
off from the surface at 1:11 
p.m. EOT. 


They scotted their $8-million 


runabout about a mile through 
a desert-like field of shallow 
craters to the rim of boulder- 
strewn canyon, one mile across 
and 1,200 feet deep. 


They had not intended to 


climb down into the canyon, 
but they found the upper 30 or 
40 feet of the wall was a gentle 
slope and they walked down 
easily that far to a terrace. Be- 
yond that the wall dropped off 
sharply. 


Scott and Irwin brought back 


more geological treasure, hop- 
ing to equal what they gathered 
Sunday when they discovered 
what some scientists 
believe 


may be rocks dating back 4.G 
billion years to the birth of the 
solar system. The astronauts' 
enthusiasm was based on the 
fact that the rocks, found in a 
crater, contain several of the 
large crystals of the type that 
may have made up original lu- 
nar crust. 


Scooting back toward the Fal- 


con, Scott explaimed of the sur- 
rounding mountains: "They're 
all sunlit today. Just beautiful." 


The view reminded Irvin of 


"one of my favorite biblical 
passages from the Psalms—1 
look unto the hills from whence 
cometh my help ... but of 
course we get quite a bit from 
Houston, too." The reference 
was to Psalm 121, Verse 1. 


They missed a chance to 


gather other possible volcanic 
evidence when Miss

Sudanese

has recalled its ambassadors 
from Moscow and Sofia and 
threatened to break diplomatic 
relations with the Soviet Union, 
Egypt's 
Middle East News 


Agency reported today. 


The regime of President Jaa- 


far el Numairi issued a state- 
ment Sunday charging both the 
Soviet Union and Bulgaria with 
intervention in Sudan's internal 
affairs, the Egyptian agency 
said. 


The statement deplored the 


"vile propaganda 
campaign" 


against Numairi's government 
by the Soviet press because of 
the crackdown on the Sudanese 
Communists following their un- 
successful attempt to overthrow 
Numairi last month. The Bulga- 
rian Embassy in Khartoum had 
been accused of a major role in 
the plot to oust Numairi and in- 
stall a pro-Communist regime. 


"We may give the Kremlin a 


chance to explain the motives 
behind the campaign against 
us,"

Sudanese, "and then break all 
our relations with the Soviet 
Union." 


The executions of leaders of 


the attempted coup was accom- 
panied by increasing criticism 
from the Soviet Union and its 
allies, climaxing Saturday with 
a warning from Tass that Mos- 
cow might break relations with 
Khartoum.

Each 
network had its own visiting ex- 
perts—present and former as- 
tronauts who were able to con- 
tribute some interesting side- 
lights and interpretations. The 
network men had, as usual, 
done their homework so well 
they seemed almost as knowl- 
edgeable as their guests. 


But, for the viewer, the ex- 


citement was watching Scott 
and Irwin bouncing around the 
moon's dusty surface, picking 
up rocks and describing, with 
the excitement of two small 
boys on their first camping 
trip, what they were seeing and 
experiencing. 


The first of the six 90-minute 


programs in the British Broad- 
casting Company's ambitious 
series on Hie 16th Century Eng- 
lish monarch was, perhaps, the 
weakest in the sextet in terms 
of dramatic construction. There 
was just to much history over 
too many years to be covered 
before the program could move 
into the troubled marriage of 
the King and Catherine of Ara- 
gon. Then there were 20 years 
of marriage that began as a 
love match and ended in dis- 
aster and the break with the 
Roman Catholic Church. 


Beautifully produced—the set-

installments.

their new series as a comedy 
team that also sings.

while Sonny serves as her

cap. 


Wood's transition from 
the 


bullpen to a starting berth this 
year had resulted 
in a 12-7 


record and 1.06 earned run av- 
erage prior to Sunday's blas- 
toff. 


Tanner had said he would al- 


low his star pitcher to make a 
rare double appearance in one 
day only if "all conditions were 
perfect and if Wood wanted to 
try it." 


In Sunday's other American 


league action, the Milwaukee 
Brewers swept a pair from the 
Washington Senators, 4-3 and 3- 
2; the Minnesota Twins out- 
slugged the New York Yankees 
10-7; the Detroit Tigers nipped 
the California Angels 4-3 in 16 
innings and the Oakland A's 
stopped the Cleveland Indians 
twice, 7-3 and 4-2. Rain washed 
out Kansas City at Baltimore. 


In the National League, Hous- 


ton bombed Montreal 8-1; Los

St. Ix>uis and Phila- 
delphia were tied 3-3 when rain 
forced postponement of their 
contest after 11 innings. 


Tanner said the idea to start 


Wood twice was planted two 
weeks ago when the southpaw 
said he could have worked both 
ends of a twin bill. Wood had 
been the warhorse of the White 
Sox bullpen for the last three 
years, 
during which he ap- 


peared in 241 games. His peak 
performance came in 1968 when 
he set a league record by pitch- 
ing in 88 games.

Standing 
Ovation 
for Brown

CANTON, Ohio (AP) - All 


week long Jimmv Brown had 
been pestered by one question as 
he awaited induction into pro 
football's Hall of Fame—how 
do you feel? 


The sometimes controversial, 


always outspoken Brown never 
answered. Would he criticize 
the pro football 
establishment 


as he has since retiring from 
the sport? Why was he with- 
holding his answer? 


Maybe Brown was assessing 


the situation—for when he as- 
sessed it the former great run- 
ning back for the Cleveland 
Browns turned leading Holly- 
wood personality—seemed gen- 
uinely moved. 


And when he stepped to the 


nodium Saturday he left no 
doubt how he felt, a somber, 
bronze figure set off from the 
six other inductees by a mod 
white knit suit that molded it- 
self snugly to the physique that 
had rushed for 12,312 yards. 


It was a day for honoring not 


only Brown but the late coach, 
Vince Ix>mbardi, quarterbacks 
Y.A. 
Tittle and Norm Van 


Brocklin, defensive end Andy 
Robustelli and two oldtimers, 
from the two-way era, end Bill 
Hewitt 
and 
Tackle 
Frank 


"Bruiser" Kinard. 


"I want to talk 
about three 


things," Brown, a Browns' star 
in the mid 50's and 60's said. 
"First, during this morning's 
parade, I had a fantastic time 
because the people responded 
and made me feel wanted. 


"And my mother is here to- 


day. She had a tough struggle 
when I was a little boy. I want 
to thank her—because I never 
tell her. 


"Finally I want to thank the 


people of Manhasset (a Long 
Island town where Brown grew 
up) who came into my 
life 


when it could have taken any 
turn." 


Then he paused, and added: 
"The arrogant, bad Jimmy 


Brown can be humble when he 
is given true love." 


And he got more love—in the 


form of a standing ovation. 


But there were other mo- 


ments to remember from the 
enshrinement ceremonies in 
this city where the National 
Football League was formed 51 
years ago. 


There was Vince Lombard! 


Jr., accepting on his dad's be- 
half and passing on the ap- 
plause to his mother, Marie, 
seated in the audience. 


There was Tittle, the emo- 


tional quarterback of the New 
York Giants, tears welling in 
his eyes as he spoke and re- 
vealing, "I promised my wife I 
wouldn't get this way." 


And, 
finally, there was Hew- 


itt's daughter, Mary Ellen Hew- 
itt Cocozza, accepting on behalf 
of her late father, saying, "My 
only regret is that my father is 
not here to reap the harvest of 
his efforts."

"We'll play together 
again next year." 


The two have an unmatched 


history of success in team play. 
They've 
won this 
event—in 


which scoring is based on the 
better ball of each team on 
each hole—three of the last 
four times it's been played. 
They combined to win four 
World Cup titles for the United 
States. 


And they made a rout of this 


weather-plagued tournament on 
Palmer's home course, the 7,- 
045-yard, par 71 Laurel Valley 
Golf Club layout that was al- 
most made unplayable by a 
series of rains that disrupted 
the tournament and forced a 36- 
hole windup on Sunday. 


The defending champions had 


a four stroke lead when the 
day's play began at 6:30 a.m., 
EOT, led by three at the end of 
the morning round and simply 
coasted in as the challenge of 
Julius Boros and Bill Collins 
faded in the stretch. 


About the only 
excitement 


was provided by the rain, 
which held up play for 21 min- 
utes late in the day and threat- 
ened to again postpone things. 
Palmer reeled off three birdies 
in a string of four holes on the 
front side and Nicklaus birdied 
the 10th and llth and it was all 
over. They had a final round 
66. 


They finished with a 257 total, 


27 under par, Boros, the 51- 
year-old 
National 
Seniors 


champ, and Collins, closed with 
a 69 for 263. They were tied for 
second at that figure with Aus- 
tralian Bruce Devlin and New 
Zealand left Bob Charles, who 
had a 66. 


Texas veterans Miller Barber 


and Don January and a pair of 
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non-winning tour regulars, John 
Schlee and Bob Smith tied for 
fourth at 264. The Hill brothers, 
Dave and Mike, were alone at 
265 after Mike pitched in from 
30 yards for a birdie on the fi- 
nal hole. 


It was the fourth title of the 


season for both Palmer and 
Nicklaus. The $20.000 apiece 
they picked up from the total 
purse of $200,000 pushed Nick- 
laus' earnings for the season to 
$187,763 and Palmer's to $184,- 
799, second and third behind 
tee Trevino, who missed the 
cut for the final two rounds and 
failed to add to his $197,219 to- 
tal.

Sexual withholding within 


a hostile marriage may soon 
lead to selective impotency 
with the wife, providing ad- 
ditional basis for hostility 
and resentment. 


Then there is the problem 


where a man may love a 
woman too much or idolize 
her. This attitude combined 
with a built-in idea that sex 
is dirty makes it impossible 
for him to "degrade" his 
loved one. 


Most of the psychological 


problems causing impotency 
can be overcome. It may 
take professional help though 
and that means seeing a psy- 
chiatrist. Sometimes under- 
standing will go a long way 
toward relieving the prob- 
lem or crossing the initial 
hurdles. 


I have answered your let- 


ter because this is such a 
terrible problem for its vic- 
tims and cheats many people 
of the ability to enjoy a 
normal life with normal emo- 
tional experiences. M a n y 
people are caught helplessly 
in its grip, not knowing 
where to turn and imagining 
all sorts of things about each 
other — usually not true.

Most of us don't take the 


matter lightly when we are 
forced to borrow money. A 
good thing, too, or shortly 
there wouldn't be any lend- 
ers. 


All the more reason you 


should approach the moment 
of borrowing with supreme 
confidence. You know that 
you plan to pay back the 
money, and that's the name 
of the game. Why, it's prac- 
tically a privilege to lend 
money to an upstanding citi- 
zen like you. 


That's why it's so deflat- 


ing to be turned down for a 
loan, but it can h a p p e n . 
Bankers estimate they grant 
some 85 per cent of the loans 
requested, but that leaves 15 
per cent 
who are disap- 


pointed. 


If you get turned down, it's 


because the lending officer 
has d o u b t s a b o u t you. 
Chances are he's scarcely 
laid eyes on you before you 
asked for the loan, so his re- 
jection must be based on 
something you've told him 
during the interview. 


What kind of doubts can 


he be harboring? There are 
only four basic possibilities, 
according to the chief lend- 
ing officer of one Chicago 
bank: 


Insufficient Income—One 


prime r e a s o n for being 
scratched as a borrower is 
to be practicing 
financial 


brinkmanship. 
If the 'guy 


you hope to borrow from 
thinks the debt will be too 
big, he will turn you down. 


He knows from experience 


that good intentions are no 
match for too much debt. 


Slow Pay—Perhaps you're 


the kind who doesn't worry 
too much a b o u t making 
timely payments. You don't 
really default, you just take 
your time about it. 


From the lender's view- 


point, that's bad too. He will 
get his money back—even- 
tually—but he'll be doing it 
the hard way. Mailing past 
due notices, making phone 
calls to jog your memory, 
and other procedures 
cost 


enough to eat up his profit 
on the deal.

Seeding May 
Cut Force of 
Hurricanes

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


$50,000 study made for the gov- 
ernment says millions of dol- 
lars in damage could be pre- 
vented by full-scale seeding of 
hurricanes, but officials plan 
only 
limited, 
experimental 


seeding 
when their 
Project 


Stormfury hurricane watch be- 
gins Wednesday. 


The government has seeded 


hurricanes four times in the 
past 10 years in an attempt to 
learn whether the storms can 
be deflated enough to reduce 
deaths and damage. 


Officals 
of 
the 
National 


Oceanic and Atmospheric Ad- 
ministration say not enough is 
yet known about the effets of 
injecting silver iodide into a 
hurricane to take a chance of 
operational seeding. 


The study done by Stanford 


Research Institute, found, how- 
ever, that "while the effectiv- 
ness of hurricane modification 
is 
uncertain, 
current 
mete- 


orological and economic infor- 
mation indicates that seeding 
would be beneficial: with seed- 
ing, 
the probability that hurri- 


cane damage will exceed any 
given level in lower." 


From 1965 to 1969, hurricane 


damage in the United States 
cost more than $2.5 million. 
Both the government and the 
Stanford report talk in terms of 
reducing hurricane winds by 15 
per cent and SRI says available 
data indicates such a reduction 
would cut property damage in 
half. 


At present, Project Stormfury 


has authority to seed only those 
hurricanes which are given less 
than a 10 per cent chance of 
being within 50 miles of shore 
within 18 hours after seeding. 
The Stanford report urges that 


this policy be rescinded. 


Donald Moore, assistant ad- 


ministrator for plans and pro- 
grams of the NOAA, said in an 
interview the report "is very 
good; our problem is with the 
conclusions." 


"There are too many areas 


where we think the input infor- 
mation is not there," he said. 
"Four seedings are a pretty 
small sample." 


The 
government and 
SRI 


agree that the question of gov- 
ernmental responsibility for the 
results of seeding is a ticklish 
one. 


What, for example, would be 


the liability of the government 
if seeding shifted a hurricane 
from one path to another, caus- 
ing damage to areas that might 
have otherwise escaped? 


Spreading the somewhat dis- 


sipating hurricane winds could 
also increase the surge of dam- 
aging ocean waters onto land, 
said government weather ex- 
pert Ferguson Hall. 


Another problem is measur- 


ing the effects of seeding. 


Hurricane 
Celia, 
which 


caused $454 million damage in 
1970, 
intensified 50 per cent in 


the 12 hours before it struck 
land, said Moore. "If we had 
seeded it and it had intensified 
like that, we never could have 
convinced 
people 
we didn't
